LADDER. 

Acceptance of wage reductions in preference to 
loss of jobs in various New England textile milis 
indicates an appreciation of economic conditions 
likely to have far reaching consequences. These 
workers apeshowing practical recognition of funda- 
mental. fiete which gives weight to their assertion 
that dividends as well 4s wages are fa®fers in 
- Righ prices and are equally subject to reduction 
to maintain the balance. of life. 

Some large producers have reduced prices. More 
bave not. Some retailers have reduced prices. 
Seme have not. AJ! will be forced to do so. The 
interesting point is whether they will descend the 
ladder or ha ’e it kicked out from under them. 

The downward trend of prices and consequent 
uncertainty of business will be checked only when 
demand for the commodities involved is improved. 
[t will not be improved if vast numbers of workers 
are thrown out of employment and thereby elim- 
inated as potential purchasers. It will be improved 
if these workers are kept on the pay rolls, even at 
reduced wages, if at the same time prices are 
lowered. 

The textile mill workers are making a small 
sacrifice to avoid a greater one. Employers, whole- 
_galers and retailers, must do likewise. Arbitrary 

dismissal of great numbers of workers will bring 
hardship to those dismissed and certain loss not 
only to those firms which thus cease business but 
to all concerns which provide goods for the workers. | 
Closing of an automobile factory in Detroit, for 
instance, not only stops the income of its workers | 
but of its owners, causes the latter added loss in 
Dilant depreciation and idle capital, and is reflected 
in reduction of business in Detroit stores and in 
ali the factories and wholesale houses of the 


Chicago building situation offers another illustra- 
tion. High prices, both of materials and labor, 
have almost stopped building. Thousands of work- 
ers are idie. If they cannot build they cannot buy. 
If employers and employés will codperate to cor- 
reet such conditions, as they indirectly codperated 
to raise prices, they can stabilize industry and 
trade on a firmer, if lower, basis. They are hesitat- 
ing to do so, but those of best judgment and vision 
are beginning to submit to the inevitable. The 
textile industry of New England indicates that a 
move toward such adjustment is possible. Others 
can, if they will, descend from the financial heights | 
without a fall. :

TURKEYS 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


As the, turkey season draws near 
keepers are anxious to know the best . 
way to fatten and finish them for mar- 
ket. Owing to the unusual scarcity | 
of turkeys poultrymen can expect to 
realize a profit, that will justify the 
feeding of concentrates. 

Turkeys use a great amount of en- 
ergy in ranging, hence it takes longer 


}| to fatten them than it does the more

domesticated birds. Confining turkeys 
for fattening has not proved success- 
ful. Confined to pens, they eat heart- 
ily for two or three days but soon lose 
their appetites and there follows a 
marked decline in weight. They do 
better when allowed free range. It 
| keeps them in a good, thrifty, healthy 
condition. 

A satisfactory rule is to feed grain, 
principally corn, twice a day for the 
first week and a half, then increase 
gradually. -At the start only small 
amounts of corn should be fed. 

To make plump, White meated birds, 
give equal of ground oats, 
ground barley, coarse corn meal, mixed 
with table scraps, boiled carrots, po- 
tatoes and milk. During the week be- 
fore marketing turkeys may be fed all 
they will eat three es a day.
